On che mornlng of December 20, 1982 ac approxiinately 3:45 a.au t ^£ters| 
cailed hotae and asked tne co pick him up» I asked vhat vas che matter, aad he 
said he waaCed t o come hoae» I t again, asked w ha c was vroug, and he said he 
did aoc feel good and cq please come and get him. I kmv, from Che toce ia 
hls voice, chere vas something eise v rong, but felt I should get ap and go gec 
hio* righc avay* I told 07 husband, ■■■■[ about the phoae call and he 
immediately goc up and ve boCh wenc Co pick up jf33S$! When ve arrived, he 
righc avay came our of Tommy's apartment and vheu he goc in che car» he 
startad cryiag. We asked hlm vhac vas che aatter and he said he jusc vanced 
to go hom. H owev^r» ve told him ve could aoc leave until he told us vhac vas 
the problem, ^gg^ reiated ia detail Chat Totamy Levis had came to the couch 
vhere he vas sieeping and made bowosesaal advances toward him. 

Whea| (fiaisbed relacing vhat had happened, veturned around and vcnt 
back to Tommy's apartment and coofronted him vith 1111^131 accusation. He 
admltted vhat he did and said he vas sorry and Chat he vas sick. We left aad 
started to go out and take a varrant, but decided to talk to our minister 
first. After relatiag the happeniag again, Mr* Morrisott, our minister, 
suggested chac ve call X B. Allen, Chief District Court Judge, cuember of our 
church, Eamaouel United Methodist^hurch, and a friend of our famtly» He caase 
to the parsooage right avay and I I once again reiated vhat happened. 



It vas agreed Chat J. B» AJLLen and 8ev» Morrison vould aeec vith Tomay 
that mornlng at 8:30 in the church's study, Later ve vere infonaed t ha c 
taorning and he admtttad to both of t hem vhat he had done.

At this poin t Mr. Lewis toldEStlBhe 
could not sleep or^jhe ccuch, so why didn't he ceme get in bed with him, 
Opor^oing this, BHIHwas surprised when lMt. Lewis or^eedgi to take off 
I^^^Jund^gear. lMt* Lewis then prcceeded to touch W^^^ private parts 
and pullE||^:iosetohim and tried to kiss him* 

At tru^E^irtt fcr^-J called hane and asked his parents to coroe and get him.
